fit ,  appointing  them  to  meet  at  Kenfing- 
ton,  and  there  to  Examine  by  biff e  often 
into  the  State  land  Condition  of  the  Roy¬ 
al  Body.  The  day  after  the  Dijfeff ion  , 
the  [aid  Rhyficians  and.  Surgeons  being 
met  together  again  in  order  to  the 
forming  an  account  of  what  they  had 
objerved ,  Sir  Thomas  Millington* 
Sir  Richard  Blackmore  and  Doff  or 
Hannes  were  deputed  as  a  Committee  to 
draw  up  the  Report ;  which  they  did 
accordingly.  This  REPORT  was 
afterwards  fign' d  byThem^and  by  the  refi 
of  the  Rhyficians  and  Surgeons r  and  is  as 
follows. 

i.  Upon  viewing  the  Body,  before 
Di  fleet  ion,  the  following  appearances 
were  remarkable. 

The  Body  in  general  was  much  e- 
maciated. 

Both  the  Leggs  up  to  the  Knees-

•and  a  little  higher,  as  alfo  the  Right 
Hand  and  Arm  as  far  as  the  Elbow 
were  ccnflderabiy  fwell’d. 

.  There  was  likewile  on  the  Left 
Thigh ,  near  the  Hip,  a  Bladder  full 
of  water,  as  big  as  a  finall  Pullets  Egg, 
relembling  a  Blane. 

2:  Upon  opening  the  Belly,  the 
Gutts  were  found  oi  a  Livid  Color; 
and  the  Blood  contain’d  in  their  veflels, 
Black.

T  he  Gutt  called  lleon  had  in  iome. 
places  the  marks  of  a  flight  Inflam¬ 
mation.

were  all  found  and  without  fault/. 

q.  In  the  Thorax, ,  or  Cheft,  we  ob-  chejl 
lerved  that  the  Right  fide  of  the- 
Lungs  adher’d  to  the  Pleura  ;  and 
the  Left,  much  more  :  From  which,.  . 
upon  leparation,  there  illued  forth 
a  quantity  of  purulent  or  frothy 
Serum.  .  The

The  Upper  Lobe  on  the  Left  fide  of 
the  Lungs ,  and  the  part  of  the  View  a 
next  to  it  were  Inflamed  to  a  degree 
of  Mortification.  AND  THIS  WE 

LOOK  upon  as  the  imme¬ 
diate  cause  OF  THE  KING’S 

DEATH. 

From  the  Ventricles  of  the  Heart 
and  the  Greater  Bloodvejfels  arifing 
out  of  them,  were  taken  leveral  large, 
tough,  fleflilike  fubftances  of  the 
kind  call’d  Polypus. 

The  Heart  it  felf  was  of  thefmal- 
ler  lize  ;  but  firm,  and  ftrong. 

4. Upon  laying  bare  the  Right  Collar- 
Bone ,  we  found  it  had  been  broken 
near  the  Shoulder  ;  and  well  let. 
Some  extravafated  Blood  was  lodged 
above  and  below  the  Fracture. 

The  Brain  was  perfectly  found 
and  without  any  fign  of  diflemper.
